Communist troops 23 miles north of the capital and 


- reported killing 15 with the aid of helicopter gun- 
ships and artillery strikes. No American casualties 
were reported. 


2,000 GIs Get Extended Duty in Korea 


SEOUL — About 2,000 soldiers scheduled to 


return to the United Slates in May, some for dis- 
charge, have had their tours in Korea extended for 
31 days, the U.S. Army announced Friday. The an- 
nouncement said the extension is aimed at maintain- 
ing the 8th Army "at a constantly high level." It did 
not say how long the policy would be in effect. 
There was speculation the new extension was relat- 
ed to the downing of the Navy spy plane off the 
Korean coast April 15. 


Rev. Paisley Calls Off Belfast March 


BELFAST — Rev. Ian Paisley, militant Protestant 


leader, Friday bowed to police warnings of potential 
•violence, and 
called off an anti-Roman Catholic 


march scheduled in Belfast Friday night. A police 
spokesman said "we wanted, if at all possible, the 
parade canceled to save the situation and try to re- 
tain normality." But Paisley made no move to cancel 
a rally Friday night and March Inday in Bannside, 
the Belfast--Protestant district that is the constituen- 
cy of former Premier Terence O'Neill. The area is a 
focal point in Northern Ireland's turmoil over Catho- 
lic-led minority efforts to secure improved housing 
and local voting conditions. 


U.S. Withholds South Vietnam Aid 


SAIGON — The United States has withheld $40 


million in aid funds from South Vietnam because of 
a disagreement with the Saigon government over 
how to stop inflation here, U.S. officials said Friday. 
The center of the controversy revolves around tax 
reforms which the U.S. feels should be instituted to 
combat inflation. The government of President Ngu- 
yen Van Thieu has balked at the idea. 


Russia Resumes Kgypl Arms Shipments 


LONDON — The Soviet Union has resumed size- 


able arms shipments to F.gypl, including latest su- 
personic, jets, diplomatic sources said Friday. The

an interval of many 


months, coinciding with the Big Four Middle East 
peace talks which Moscow had urged strongly, the 
sources indicated. A ranking communist diplomat 
said Friday in response to reports of new arms ship- 
ments: "After all, the U.S. is supplying Phantom jets 
to Israel which could even carry Israeli atom weap- 
ons and Britain, in turn, is supplying Jordan with 
arms." The new Russian supplies are understood to 
include the Soviet supersonic SU-7 all-weather fighter 
bomber.

The exact number of 


saints affected by the de- 
cree, dated Fob. 14 and 
effective Jan. 1, was not 
known because the Vati- 
can did not issue an offi- 
cial list of those dropped 
or demoted, only of those 
still 
in 
good standing.

the church calendar — a 
list which includes feasts,, 
fasts, special days, and 
other religious 
occasions 


— downgraded dozens of 
saints whose existence or 
exploits are now doubtful. 
The decree was aimed at 
putting more emphasis on 
the crucifixion and Christ. 


The exact number of 


saints affected by the de- 
cree, dated Feb. 14 and 
effective Jan. 1, was not 
known because the Vati- 
can did not issue an offi- 
cial list of those dropped 
or demoted, only of those 
still 
in 
good 
standing. 


Newsmen had to compare 
old 
calendars 
with 
the 


new list. There were at 
least 40 affected. 


Among those also re- 


duced in stature was St. 
George, once considered 
to be the model of knight- 
hood, and credited in leg- 
end with the slaying of 
the dragon. 


Saint Nicholas, a third 


century saint whose Latin 
name, Sanctus Nicolaus, 
gradually 
became 
Santa 


Claus, 
remains on 
the 


church calendar. But Cath- 
olics are no longer obliged 
to honor him on his-spe- 
cial day — Dec. 6. 


'None of the saints, was 


however, stripped of his 
sainthood. The faithful in 
some of the saints' home 
cities or nations may still 
pay homage. 


St. Christopher is one of 


the most popular saints, 
his 
medallion 
hanging 


around the neck of mil- 
lions of travelers or on 
their key rings. 


On the list of t h o s e 


saints whose existence Is 
unchallenged but who are 
little known outside their 
own countries and their 
feast days therefore made 
optional were St. Bacchus, 
St. Nympha, St. Lucy — 
celebrated in song as Santa 
Lucia — and St. Susanna, 
for whom the American 
national church in Rome 
is named. 


Vatican sources said the 


Pope had downgraded the 
role of saints in Catholic 
worhsip and shifted em- 
phasis to Christ's death 
and 
resurrection 
in

move intended to spur ef- 
forts toward Christian uni- 
ty. 


Rev. Pierre Jounel of 


Paris who explained the 
decree at a news confer- 
ence said it did not mean 
that myriads of motorists 
in the U.S. and elsewhere 
should throw away their 
Christopher medallions. 


The decree does not ban

legend carried the Christ

BONNER: Church Has Role 
Against Pornography 


Rev. John 
C. Bonner of Christ Presbyterian In 


Lakewood, rates the fight against pornography high on 
the list of concerns he will take to the General-Assem- 
bly. 


A study of "the adequacy of current legislation un- 


der which pornography is defined and controlled" and 
"education and action thai will inform the church and 
encourage its members to appropriate community ac- 
tion" is the subject of an overture from the local pres- 
bytery. 


I I was Christ Presbyterian which launched a fight 


against the streel sale of the Los Angeles Free Press a 
year ago. They didn't win that one, but they did arouse 
wide support. 


The church's campaign was responsible for some 


10,000 letters to .the solons in Sacramento. "There are 
signs of an awakening to the fact of pornography In the 
state." said the minister. "And President Nixon recently 
hnd some strong words. We would like, to think our ef- 
forts had a little something to do with this." 


As to whether the church has a role In play 


against pornography: 


• 
"You bet," said Rev. Bonner emphatically. 
"I know, you get into the sticky question of cen- 


sorship. I'm against censorship too, but I'm convinced 
something has got to be done," he continued. 


"I discovered that some of our legislators don't 


know what the problem is. They have no idea of what 
anyone can buy and read in some book stores right 
here in Long Beach, for instance. I'm not a prude. I 
was in the Army. But I feel we must show people what 
is being put out freely today. This shocks some people. 
But shock is a time-honored method. It works to awak- 
en folks. Some people just don't believe, us until they 
see it in print." 


Rev. 
Bonner realizes the negative impact of Hie 


word censorship, but: 


"Some forms of censorship are necessary. We must 


lake a common sense approach. If I tell my son he may 
not do 'something harmful, that's censorship, isn't it? A 
youngster may not buy a bottle of whiskey, that's good 
censorship. This pornography has reached the stage 
where that kind of common sense is called for." 


On another matter slated to come before.the Gener- 


al Assembly —.the question of religious tax exeptions, 
the Lakewood pastor agrees with those who feel build- 
ings and enterprises not used .for worship should he 
taxed.

"I think the church should carry its own weight in 


society. There have been too many exemptions that are 
not called for. I'm for exploring this whole area."

Rev. Deemer, "is also for more effective mission within 
our denomination, adjusted to population shifts. Rather 
than the original arbitrary division into states, they will 
relate to areas of similar concentration and mission. 


"That's what we've done in Southern California. In 


effect, we have created a large metropolitan synod —- 
divided into three presbyteries." 


At the same time, he further explained, while such 


logical regional units will formulate overall program for 
their areas, a process of decentralization on the local 
level will also take place. 


"Tills would mean more initiative in lackling on 


Ihe local scene," said Rev. Deemer.

1 anticipate thai 
there will bfi general approval for the plan, with some 
amendments and modifications." 


As for the ecumenical implications, Rev. Deemer 


.feels this way: 


"I tend to believe the effect and strength of the 


Christian church depend on a greater unity in action — 
with safeguards. I want to see historic Protestantism 
and historic Presbyterianism in control at the grass 
roots. After all, I'm not a Catholic. I don't want abso- 
lute control from a center. 


"But I am all for ecumenism in the spiritual sense, 


as Christ said we must love one another." 


Rev. Deemer sees another possible point of empha- 


sis for the General Assembly on the minority question. 


"The convention being held in San Antonio, with 


its large Spanish-speaking 
section, should spur our 


thinking, not to do any less by any means on civil right 
for the Negro, but to pay more attention to other mi- 
norities." 


He also saw the possibility of heated discussion on 


"the rash of violence. 


"This Is the question of how you state legitimate 


Christian concerns, as opposed to the freedom to use 
violence ..." 


Rut. 
Preshyleririns being people with sirring individ- 


ual opinions — "one can'l guess'exactly what, will hap- 
pen at San Antonio. Something else entirely may ex- 
plode and become the central issue." 


SUELTZ: Overall Mission 
Can End 'Polarization 


Rev. Arthur F. Sueltz of Lakewood First saw the 


General Assembly "struggling to put together what it is 
we really agree on. 


"The need is to avoid polarization between those 


only concerned with saving men's souls, and those con- 
cerned only with changing for the better the environ- 
ment in which men live," he said. 


"My hope is that we can come, out of this assembly 


with a sense of mission that incorporates both, .lust the 
fact that many are aware that a negative polarization 
could happen1, I think is hopeful."

BONNER: Church Has Role 
Against Pornography 


Rev. John C. Bonner of Christ Presbyterian in 


Lakewood, rates the fight against pornography high on 
the list of concerns he will take to the General Assem- 
bly. 


A study of "the adequacy of current legislation un- 


der which pornography is defined and controlled" and 
"education and action that will inform the church and 
encourage its members to appropriate community ac- 
lion" is the subject of an overture from the local pres- 
bytery. 


II was Christ Presbyterian which launched a fight 


against the street sale of the Los Angeles Free Press a 
year ago. They didn't win that one, but they did arouse 
wide support. 


The church's campaign was responsible for some 


10,000 letters to the solons in Sacramento. "There are 
signs of an awakening to the fact of pornography in the 
state." said the minister. "And President Nixon recently 
had some strong words. We would like to think our ef- 
forts had a little something to do with this." 


As to whether the church has a role to play 


against pornography: 


"You bet," said Rev. Bonner emphatically. 
"I know, you get into the sticky question of cen- 


sorship. I'm against censorship too, but I'm convinced 
something has got to be done," he continued. 


"I discovered that some of our legislators don't 


know what the problem is. They have no idea of what 
anyone caji buy and read in some book stores right 
here in Long Beach, for instance. I'm not a prude. I 
was in the Army. But I feel we must show people what 
is being put out freely today. This shocks some people. 
But shock is a time-honored method. It works to awak- 
en folks. Some people just don't believe us until they 
see it in print." 


Rev. 
Bonner realizes the negative impact of the 


word censorship, but: 


"Some forms of censorship are necessary. We must 


lake a common sense approach. If I tell my son he may 
not do something harmful, that's censorship, isn't it? A 
youngster may not buy a bottle of whiskey, that's good 
censorship. This pornography has reached the stage 
where that kind of common sense is called for." 


On another matter slated to come before the Gener- 


al Assembly — the question of religious tax exeptions, 
the Lakewood pastor agrees with those who feel build- 
ings and enterprises not used for worship should be 
taxed. 


"I think the church should carry its own weight in 


society. There have been too many exemptions that are 
not called for. I'm for exploring this whole area."

Young women of childbearing age are going to de- 


mand ths new vaccine against German measles even 
though government health officials have advised against 
their routine immunization. 


That was the prediction Friday of Dr. Joseph W. St 


Geme Jr., chief of pediatrics at Harbor General Hospi- 
tal, in a talk to doctors at St. Mary's Hospital in Long 
Beach. 


Dr. St. Geme, who also is professor of pediatrics at 


UCLA medical school, said blood-testing procedures will 
eliminate a good deal of Ihe problem. 


Tests can show if a woman has already had the 


ailment. If she has, she thus would have immunity and 
there would be no need to administer Ihe vaccine. 


THE VACCINE IS EXPECTED to be approved any 


day now by the government for general use. Health au- 
thorities are recommending that the vaccine he given to 
children between one year old and puberty. 


Dr. St. Geme said that perhaps 50 per cent of 


young adult women have already had German measles 
and thus won't need the vaccine. 


The problem is that German measles, also tailed 


rubella, is a mild illness in childhood and may not he 
recognized as such. Consequently many persons don't 
know if they're immune or not. The illness itself con- 
fers immunity. 


Rubella's big threat is that if it is acquired by a 


woman in early pregnancy, it poses a direct hazard to 
the fetus. Consequences 
can be a. variety of birth de- 


fects in the offspring. Possibilities include eye defects, 
hearing impairment, heart defects, mental retardation, 
bone abnormalities and blood disorders. 


Also possible after rubella infection in the mother 


is miscarriage or stillbirth. 


DR. ST. fittME SAID young women selected for ru- 


bella immunization must he carefuuly chosen. 'ITiey 
must assure the physician that they will not become 
pregnant for some time after inoculation. The danger is 
that the vaccine virus poses an undetermined risk for a 
fetus. 


He predicted that such women will he asked to 


sign consent forms before they are given the vaccine. 


Another problem is that some susceptible women 


vaccinated during field trials have developed transient 
arthritis afterward. In adult women, arthritis is common 
when rubella is contracted. 


Dr. St. Geme also discussed the new antiviral drugs 


and said it will be another decade before medical sci- 
ence has excellent compounds with which to combat 
systemic viral infections.

Geme Jr., chief of pediatrics at Harbor General Hospi- 
tal, in a talk to doctors at St. Mary's Hospital in Long 
Beach. 


Dr. St, Geme, who also is professor of pediatrics at 


UCLA medical school, said blood-testing procedures will 
eliminate a good deal of the problem. 


Tests can show if a woman has already had the 


ailment. If she has, she thus would have immunity and 
there would be no need to administer the vaccine. 


THE VACCINE IS EXPECTED to be approved any 


day now by the government for general use. Health au- 
thorities are recommending that the vaccine be given to 
children between one year old and puberty. 


Dr. St. Geme said that perhaps 50 per cent of 


ynung adult women have already had German measles 
and thus won't need the vaccine. 


The problem is that German measles, also called 


rubella, is a mild illness in childhood and may not be 
recognized as such. Consequently many persons don't 
know if they're immune or not. The illness itself con- 
fers immunity. 


Rubella's big threat is that if it is acquired by a 


woman in early pregnancy, it poses a direct hazard to 
the fetus. Consequences can be a variety of birth de- 
fects in the offspring. Possibilities include eye defects, 
hearing impairment, heart defects, mental retardation, 
bone abnormalities and blood disorders. 


Also possible after rubella infection in the mother 


is miscarriage or stillbirth. 


DR. ST. GEME SAID young women selected for ru- 


bella immunization must be carefuuly chosen. They - 
must assure the physician that they will not become 
pregnant for some time after inoculation. The danger is 
that the vaccine virus poses an undetermined risk for a 
fetus. 


He predicted that such women will be asked to 


sign consent forms before they are given the vaccine. 


Another problem is that some susceptible women 


vaccinated during field trials have developed transient 
arthritis afterward. In adult women, arthritis is common 
when rubella is contracted. 


Dr. St. Geme also discussed the new antiviral drugs 


and said it will be another decade before medical sci- 
ence has excellent compounds with which to combat 
systemic viral infections.

USS Hornet Due Here

The carrier USS Hornet will return to 


its home port of Long Beach at 4:30 
p.m., Monday, following its third deploy- 
ment off Vietnam. 


The ship will off-load her air squad- 


rons at San Diego Monday before moor- 
ing at Long Beach Naval Shipyard's Pier 
E, Berth 124. 


The 44,000-ton antisubmarine warfare 


carrier and 
its 2,700-man crew under 


command of Capt Jackson A. Stockton 
left Long Beach Sept. 30 for duties with 
the Seventh Fleet. 


The Hornet was also the first carrier 


of Task Force 71 to arrive off North Ko- 
rea after North Koreans shot down a 
Navy reconnaissance plane. 


She is the flag ship of Rear Adm. 


E. G. Fairfax, commander of Antisub- 
marine Warfare 
Group Five, and has 


traveled more than fiO,000 miles in the 
past 7% months. 


The ship's duties in the Gulf of Ton- 


kin included continuous day and night 
all-weather air surveillance and logistic 
support for more than 40 other Ameri- 
can war vessels posted there before the 
Nov. 1, 1968 bombing halt. 


The Hornet's helicopters 
transfered 


more than 4,000 fleet passengers to and 
from other ships, and it handled more 
than 700,000 pounds of mail. 


The vessel also provided extensive 


medical and technical assistance to other 
units. Helicopters from the Hornet — 
temporarily based on attack carriers — 
rescued eight airmen downed in the Gulf 
of Tonkin. 


She took part in air operations in 


several major antisubmarine warfare ex- 
ercises with British and Australian naval 
forces and visited Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore, and sailed home from Yokosuka,
